There la r eaaon to hopa that the current 
visit o; BrltfiHTOTSIprSBcrttajT-Eden-and- 
Chancellor of the. Exchequer, Butler differs 
from jnost previous postwar expeditions of 
Europeoji fltatesmen to the United States. 

Heretofore the stress too often has been 
upon mere palliative measures, tidlhg our al- 
lies over from crisis to crisis. Always the 
lastlnE solution seems to have been avoided 
because It meant hard decisions on both 
sides that neither was yet wiUlhg to make. 

But the mood has altered. Evidence sug- 
gests the British arc prepared to seek at last 
constructive answers to their underlying 
economic dilemmas. And the signs are lires- 
ent also that the new Anicrlcan administra- 
tion wants to BT^pple with thff realities. 

Up to now the psychology ol western in- 
ternational economies has been marked by 
the cramped outlook. Restriction has been the 
watchword. National self-protection, con- 
ceived in the narrowest terms, has been the 
corollary. 

Under the spur ot Butler's new and more 
positive approach, the emphasis has shifted 
|| to economic expansion, to a lowering of in- 
tematlORBl barriers, to a duller, freer flow of 
j| trade for the mutual benefit of alt the free 
% countries. 

W - TbUapirit activated, the economic confer- 
] ence of the British commonwealth nations 
last fall. To work well, It must likewise reneot 
Itself In more and better production of goods 
within Britain proper, where for too long In- 
dUBtrialffta on tht whole have not shown the 
vtt&l urge to modornUo thehr plant facilities 
•hd taphnlfluep. 

Thla healthful change In British outloolc 
presumably Is now being spelled out by Eden 
atid Butler In the specific proposals they 
mako to Presldenti Elsenhower, Secretary 
o( State Dulles and other top administration 
men. 

It'Vlll come to naught If we Jtoerlcana do 
not in turn give substance to our own fresh 
resolves by meeting the British program with, 
matching . proposals of constructive .ctnerlt. 
The recent report on a White House survey, 
drafted by 13 American business, labor and 
farm loaders, strongly appealing for lower- 
ing of tariffs and other barriers restricting 
foreign exports to the U. S., Is a laudable 
step In the right direction. 

If out of the current talks emerge- the be- 
ginnings of a plan to unshackle trade, - to 
promotO'the freer International exchange of 
currencies, and to boost the productive 
capacities et both the manufacturing na- 
tions and the raw material producers, then 
the Eden-Butler visit will stand as something 
of a milestone. 

With Russia faced with crucial leadership 
ehanges, this Is the hour for the west to weld 
morq tightly the vast resources of men, skills 
and materials it can muster to stand out; 
against the enigmatic Soviet coalition. 



SMALL WORLD TO KRBMLm 



Prime Mhilater Churchill could not li»ve 
found It easy to refuse the Communists' offer 
to trade a British businessman'^ freedom for 
the llfo of a red guerrilla girl held In a 
Malaya prison. 

He turned down the barter proposal that 
would have meant trading a woman right- 
fully imprisoned for a British SMbJect wrong- 
fully jailed. The terms'were not equal. Fur- 
J thennore, the mere fact that the reds made 
the offer suggests that Lee Meng, the Malay- 
an rebel. Is of extreme value to the communist 
guerrilla cause. 

What is really of overriding interest Ip this 
suggestion, however, Is the link that it Indi- 
cates among all communist activity the world 
over. The reds arc always busy telling every- 
body that communist sentiment springs 
spontaneously from millions of human bos-* 
cms in far-flung areas, without help from 
Moscow. 

But here we have red authorities proposing 
to exchange a Britisher languishing in a 
Budapest Jail (or an oriental girl awaiting 
death at Ipoh, Malaya. As seen from the 
Kremlin, it's a small world.

JusUces Hugo L. Blade and Wil- 
liam o. Douglas dissented. 

The plckellng was set up by the 
Richmond BuUdlnR and ConstniC' 
tlon Trades council opposite a con' 
■tructlon project at the George 
Washington Carve'r school. On July 
17, IBSI, the buUdbrs — Graham 
brothers— obtained an order from 
the law and equity court of Rich- 
mond forbidding further picketing. 
The court also awarded 1100 dam- 
ages and sold the picketing violated 
Virginia's "right to work" laws. 

Graham bi^thcrs snld the pur' 
pose'of the picketing was to force 
use of all-union labor on the Job. 
The union contended Its aim was 
merely to Inform members the proj- 
ect was not all -union.
